IHE great object of my concern, our 
common falvation, not only induces 
me to improve, as I can, the ufual oppor- 
runities to your advantage, but excites the 
molt fervent wiſh for an effectual applica- 


tion of whatever means may tend to ſecure . 


this ineſtimable prize. Acts of humiliation 
and the penitential exerciſes, which are 
comprehended under that Chriſtian diſci- 
pline, whereunto as ſinners we ſtand obli- 
ged, are in the courſe of public inſtruQi- 
ons pointed out as prudence may direct or 
occaſion require. And theſe, to make them 
the more regarded, are enforced by an appeal 
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to the awful ſanctions of the Goſpel of 


CHRIST. 

But, beſides this general view of the duty 
alluded to, there is a particular call to it 
ſometimes made neceſſary in a public way, 
when, as a nation, our moſt important in- 


tereſts are at ſtake, and popular wickedneſs 


(the moſt dangerous engine of deſtruction to 


a ſtate) compels its rulers to ſound an alarm, 
and to urge, with ſuitabie carneſtneſs, po- 


pular contriton. 


This is juſt now done under circum- 
ſtances which are truly affecting, and have 
a powerful tendency, if our ſupineneſs is 
not inveterate, to rouſe us into recollection, 
and to bring vs back to Gop and our duty; 
to make us {incerely deprecate His wrath, 


implore His mercy, and obey His will. We 


mult be very blindly partial ro our own de- 
generacy, and the corruption of the age in 
which we live, if we do not allow the rec- 
titude of the meaſure, and we muſt be un- 
pardonably perverſe if we do not, to the ut- 
moſt of our power, every one concur to make 
it productive of perſonal happineſs and pub- 
lic good. 
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A general Faſt is a public ad of penance 


ſo marked with folemnity, that if we think 
properly of Gob's Majesty, and our own 
unworthineſs, our depending intereſt, tem- 
poral and eternal, and what may really be the 
conſequence to ourſelves as we improve or 
abuſe it, that we cannot with too much cir- 
cumſpection provide for the one, or guard 
againſt the other. Indeed, if we do not meet 


the Day and attend to its Buſineſs with a 


becoming, ſettled, compoſure, and with de- 
termined reſolution fo as to ceaſe from doing 
evil and to engage in doing well, we are 
but aggravating a load of guilt, already far 
too great, and proſtituting the dignity of 
His worſhip and ſervice; whodeclares Him- 
ſelf by His Providenceand Power, as well as 
by His Word, a Gop jealousof his Honour, 
* viſiting the ſins of the fathers upon the 
* children unto the third and fourth gene- 
« ration of them that hate Him, and ſhew- 
« ing mercy unto thouſands in them who 
«love Him and keep His Gommangments.” 
A declaration, which, ſurely, can never be 
heard or read with indifference, and which 
at this very time, when perhaps we have 
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been too inattentive to extraordinary WARN 
 INGs, and too forgetful of our own Vows, 
merits from us the moſt reverential, tlie 

moſt entire regard, | 
The firſt reflection then which naturally 
ſtrikes the mind, with a view to this AWFUL 
CALL, is the propriety of communing with 
our own hearts, of examiningourſelves whe- 
ther we are in the FAITH, whether we are ſo 
tpeculatively and practically, whether we con- 
brace the chriſtian doctrine, whether we hold 
fait the bleſſed hope of everlaſting life, and 
prove by our fruits, the only trial of our ſin- 
cerity fixed by our Redeemer, that we do fo, 
In order to a national reſermatien every 
individual rault Lok firſt at home and be 
intent upon mending himfelf. To which 
por pole there ſhould be a deliberate and 
cloſe inſpection into our own hearts and 
ways; and, whilſt we conſider Gop as the 
diſcerner of the one and the ſuperintendant 
of the other, as knowing all that paſles 
within or without us, we ſhould deal openly 
with Him and impartially with ourſelves: 
for the leaven of hypocriſy even in the ſmall- 
eſt degree will, like Achan's treſpaſs in the ac- 
curſed 


* 
curſed thing, ſpoil the whole act, and leave 
us in a worſe condition than we were be. 
fore. Whatever enemies we diſcover within 
they muſt be brought forth and lain, and, 
when we weep between the Porch and the 
Altar, our great care muſt be that our tears. 
are the tears of ſincerity and truth, that they 
teſtify our pain for and our abhorrenceof our 
fins, and in reſult of every inward motion 
and every outward ſign, we muſt evince by an 
exemplary conduct that our return into the 
way of righteouſneſs is not formal but real, 
and that we add, in every ſenſe, to our Fair 


VIR Trug. This is, upon a general view of 
things, neceſſary. But upon a more parti- 
cular attention to our times, and the com- 
mon practices of the world, when the molt: 
artful and ſtrenuous attempts are made to 


overthrow our faith, and poiſon our moral 


principles; when infidel ſophiſtry diſplays. 


its ſerpentine windings, and vice affects an 
air of triumph; when the eſſentially cha- 
racteriſtic truths of the Goſpel are attack- 
ed with blaſphemous boldneſs, and the very. 
fundamental points of all religion are deri- 
ded or denied, it muſt appear to be not, 

1 only 
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only neceſſary but indiſpenſible. It muſt 
more eſpecially be ſo with reſpect to perſons 
who are veſted with any kind of auTro- 
RITY, be it DOMESTIC OR CIVIL. For if 
there is neglect and inactivity here, we k now 
too well, by abounding teſtimonies, what will 
be the miſchievous and deplorable reſult, 
violence and plunder, debauchery and riot. 
The ſtone walls cf virtue being broke down, 
through the unnatural negligence of its pro- 
feſſed guardians, introduction is in courſe 
given to confuſion and every evil work. 
Without ſuch a ſteady operation what will 
warnings avail from the pulpit or the preſs, 
or even proclamations from the Throne, 
though enforced by the attractions of Roy aL 


EXAMPLE. 


I would here wiſh to be more explicit by 


- ſpecifying in ſome very diſtinguiſhable and 


truly important points. The attending to 
the moral and religious training of children 
and ſervants, (THE SHOCKING NEGLECT or 
WHICH IS EVERY DAY MORE AND MOBE 
VISIBLE) and conſequently the enjoining 


and enforcing a juſt regard to laws as well 
HUMAN AS DIVINE; the laying uni- 
formly

formly a proper ſtreſs upon FaMiLy G0» 
VERNMENT and FAMILY DEVOTION, the 
ſcriovs, regular, obſervance of the CHRIS 
TIAN SABBATH, not only in our own per- 
ſons, but in thoſe of our dependents*, the 
carefully avoiding all undue expences and 
affectation of dreſs and parade in ourſelves, 
and diſcouraging it all we can in others, 
the checking a fondneſs for pleaſures, and 
the making it our earneſt endeavour, (as 
we then by the help of frugality more 
caſily and more frequently may) to com- 
fort others with that comfort wlierewith 
we are comforted of Gop. 
A little enlargement upon theſe parti- 
culars is what ] farther have in view; and as 


it will be a certain ſatisfaction and relief to 
my own mind todttempt making ſome good 


impreſſions under circumſtances in them-

Here it ſhould be confideted by thoſe whom it 
moſt concerns, that revellings and banquettings, card- 
playings, concerts, and other amuſements upon this 
ſacred Dav, however plauſibly deſcribed, are not only 
cenſurable in regard to their enormity, but on account 
of tle effects which, in point of influe ice, they pro- 
duce upon the pr nciples and manners 0; others,

ſelves ſo very awarteniNG, as our PRESENT 
CI1RKCUMSTANCES are, my hearty prayer to the 
Father of mercies is, that what is wellintend- 
ed may be well aecepted and beneficially 
applied. Religion is the only ſure Baſis of 
happineſs whether temporal or eternal, it is 
the corner ſtone without which no building 
of this ſort can be fitly framed, or have in it 
either beauty or duration. It is ſo interwo- 
ven with nature that nature without it can no 
longer exiſt, It is THAT without which, in 
plain terms, (the APPEAL lies tOEXPERIENCE) 
there is no living with dignity and comfort 
in this world, and no ſuitable preparation to 
be made for another. What then is the firſt 
thought which ſhou!d ſtrike us but the un- 
ſpeakable importance of improving the ear- 
"Wieſt opportunities of placing every part of 
duty to God, our fellow creatures, and our- 
jelves, in the moſt influencing view before 
thoſe, whom, if we are not unnaturally in— 
different to firſt inconteſtable principles, 
we mult be inclined as well as obliged to 
preſerve from MISERY and RUIN, and to di- 
rect in the road to BLessiNG and to Hea- 
ven. Our own offspring have a call upon 
us which nothing but extremebarbarity can

reſiſt; and others, related to us in an in- 
ferior way, have a right in this reſpe& which 
cannot be neglected without diſobedience 
to the Chriſtian law, without miſchief to 
them and reproach to ourſelves. Whence 
is it but from omiſſions of this kind, 
omiſſions indeed ſadly countenanced by 
the cuſtoms of a degenerate day, that 
the too general depravity in the lower 
ranks of people arifes, whence it is elſe” 
but from profligate examples in higher” 
life, and a total indifference in them under. 
whom they act to the great intereſts of their” 
nature, that they become very frequently 
diſſolute and abandoned? To what other 
ſource can we trace, much, very much, of 
the complaining inour ſtreets? Be perſuaded 
then ſeriouſly to lay to heart this GREAT pu- 
Ty. Complicated good will reſult from it to 
them, to yourſelves, to your country. It is 
the great and only effectual Ax Tibor a-

every view, been long increaſing amongſt us, 
and which is, in almoſt every ſenſe, our ꝓre -

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(for ſo it mult be if univerſally adopted) of 
living quict and peaceable lives in all god- 
line!s and honeſty; of giving every poſſible 
proof of ſubmiſſion and regard to eſtabliſn- 
ed government and lawful authority; and if 
PoLiTics muſt be taught, teachthem TYHEse, 
to fear Gob, to honour the Kins, to ſubmit 
to every ordinance of man, for the Log 's 
and for CONSC!ENCE SAKE ;- to render to all 
their dues, to accuſe no man falſly, to do 
violence to no man, to be content with their 


| '- wages and in their ſtations, to put away (to 
abhor) LYING AND ALL MISREPRESENTA- 
Tilo, to ſpeak the truth in love, to pray 


for the peace of JeRUSALEM, to pray that 
they may proſper who love her, that peace 
may. be within her walls and plenteouſneſs 
within her palaces; and folicitouſly incul- 
cate it uponthem to ſeek, from this eſpecial 
motive, becauſe of the houſe of the LORD 
our God, to do her Good. This is the beſt 
and molt effectual charm by which to drive 
away thoſe. infernal fiends, diſcontent, falſ- 
nood, faction and tumult. This is the way 

o ſecure peace on earth, and to diffuſe and 


eltabliſh good-will among men. This is 


the 
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the only effectual check to wars and fight- 
ings, by chaining down wild ambition, wan- 
ton riot, and furious reſentment. Conſider 
then that a ſenſe of general duty, and a habit 
of devotion daily encouraged under your 
own roofs, a delight and advantage not to 
be ſacrificed to libertine ſcorn, will be the 
beſt. introduction to an attendance upon 
public worſhip: That happy EMPLOYMENT 
of ſou] and body, which, in a ſocial view, 
beyond all other as diſcovers the excellence 
of human nature, proclaims its dependence | 
and its gratitude, expreſſes its faith and 
hope and joyful expectation, brings it to a bh 
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peculiarly ſolemn intercourſe with its Re- 
deemer, its Sanctifier, and its God, and 
makes it, as it were, anticipate its future 4 
bliſsful ſtate, when MorTaL1TyY ſhall be- 4 
ſwallowed up of LIE. Strange! that a re- N 
miſſneſs in this reſpect ſhould be ſeen among 
Chriſtians even in a ſingle inſtance, but

ſhip, is proſtituted with a degree of inde- 
cency and ſeeming unconcernedneſs; nay,

_ Inſult, by which perhaps no age but our

| this Iſland, has been fo degraded: 
But if Gop's command, © Ye ſhall keep 
© my Sabbaths and reverence my Sanctu— 
ary,” is inſufficient to prevent and ſubdue: 
this bad ſpirit, can it be a wonder that the 
inferior inſtruments of his word and will, his 
miniſters, however equal to or intent upon 
their work, cannot. Nay, it is no wonder, 
where ſo much of perverſeneſs has taken 
place if they, who are moſt ſo, ſhould be 
moſt neglected. Here then moſt obviouſly 
ariſes a call upon domeſtic and civil authority 
to interpoſe, to teach, to perſuade, to correct, 
to controul, and above all, by perlonalexam- 
ple to COMPEL (for this is a deſirable cou- 
PULSION).

BREAKING; and, in courſe, an intermixing wy 
with unfit company, and; by a' too caſy 
tranſition, a-ſurrender of what right diſpoſi- 
tion there might before be to ſurrounding 
remptation and enſnaring attacks? Hence 
it is that Sunday, that Day of the Loxo in 
a moſt peculiar fenſe, is, inſtead of being 
kept holy, devoted to-rambling, ſpent in 

houles, 
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houſes, either public or private, of unſcaſon- 
able entertainment, and often, it is to be 
feared, in places not merely of diſſipation, 
but debauchery. This evil ſadly. marks 
our age, atleaſt locally (within the yerge of 
theſe great Cities) and is daily productive of 
miſchiefs the moſt diſtreſſing and moſt fatal. 
Now, what pretence can there be for thus 
turning our backs vpon Gop and his wor- 
ſhip and (not content with doing ſo our- 
ſelves) inducing others, the ſucceeding ge- 
neration, of whom parents and maſters and 
magiſtrates are the proper guardians, to 
make ſhipwreck of faith and conſcience and 


good manners. Health is the only plauſible 


reaſon for ſuch an impolitic as well as irreli- 
gious deſertion. Bur is the health of the 
body to be attended to in excluſion of the 
health of the ſoul? Will ſuch a pretence 
avail us at the tribunal of our Judge, when 
not only our own contempt of Gop's moſt 
folemn command ſhall appear againſt us, 
but when others, with whoſe temporal and 
eternal good we triſled, ſhall unite in our 
condemnation, and charge their undoing 
upon mole who ought to have protected 

them?

This, in both ſexes, inſtead of being an ornament il 

is become notoriouſly a diſguiſe, and therefore in a af 
certain degree criminal, as a facrifice, of Prudence and 1

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and pleaſurable purſuits engrofs their whole 
attention. They are led intoexpences, which 
are beyond their ability to ſupport, and, con- 
ſequently, often expoſed by neceſſities ariſing 
from extravagance to the moſt pernicious 
evils. One ſex is hurried into all the dread- 
ful contrivances which extreme perfidy and 
villainy can ſuggeſt, and the other regardleſs 
of that modeſty, which is its firſt andgreateſt 
charm, becomes an eaſy prey to wanton and 
artful lewdnefs. Hence it is that our ſtreets 
ſwarm with unhappy proſtitutes abandoned 
by degrees to complicated wickedneſs, and 
utter ſtrangers to all ſenſe of principle and ot 
ſhame. And hence alſo it is that our pro- 
perty and our perſons are neither ſecure by 
day nor night; for our roads and our houſes 


are equally infeſted by daring and deſperate 


invaders. How is a cure to be applied to 
theſe abounding miſchiefs which are a flow 
poiſon working in the vitals of our country? 
We muſt look for it in domeſtic rule, and 


the que exertion of MAG1STRACY and SUPE- 


RIOR AUTHORITY of which we have long had 
occaſion, and now have, to lament a. moſt 
deſtructive relaxation, Indeed, it ſeems, as-

if theſe were become obſolete for want of a 
juſt ſenſeof that which alone can inſpire men 
with becoming vigilance and fortitude, Re- 
L1G610n. Rightexertion under the influence 
of this is that which alone can bring us back 
to order, and, in particular, remedy that 
fundamental miſchief, the ſcandalous and 
ruinous profanation of the Lord's Day, 
which, to the fad reproach of all kinds of 
government, domeſtic and civil, diſcovers 
ſelf even at the VERY HOURS OF PUBLIC 
woR$HTP, The carriages employed, and 
the crouds aſſembling, periodically evince 
this melancholy truth. The avenues leading 
to theſe great Cities proclaim our AP)STASY 
one in particular, as if by privilege exempt 
from all ſuperintendance of the magiſtrate, 
is diſtinguiſhed by Trapere and vPrOAR. 
When will it once be that we ſhall recover 
from this romantic madneſs, this intoxication. 
of extreme folly, this deſtructive pride of 
heart? When will it be that we ſhall give 
due attention to ourlelves, to our offspring, 
to our dependents? Surely time may be 
found for all reaſonable indulgence without 
robbing Gop of his honour, and breaking in 
| | upon 
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TR his own eſtabliſhed order and appoint- 
ments. A due compliance with theſe muſt 
adminiſter to Good in a variety of views. 
But when was ſuch acompliance ever known 
to produce Evil, to confound property, to 
ſquander ſubſtance, to bring on bankrupt- 
cies, to make diſobedient children or diſ- 
honeſt ſervants? Is it not on the contrary in 
proportion to its uniform prevalence a com- 
mon ſecurity to all men throughout all ranks 
and relations, and in every engagement of 
life? It muſt thereſore be deſirable and 
ought to be emulouſly our common aim, 
upon the ſtated returns of duty, te meet to- 
gether in the houſe of Gop as friends who 
have one grand intereſt depending, and in 
proſpe& an EverRLasTING SaBBATH, A 
total neglect is ſcandalouſly profane, and oc- 
caſional attendances, directed perhaps by 
other motives than what religion inſpires, 
will not amount to the glorifying Gob as we 
ought, in our body and in our ſpirits; and 
conſequently will not ſatisfy our own minds 
under circumſtances which muſt happen to 
us when DzaTH and ]JuDGMeNTare in view, 
Oh then that we were wiſe, that we would 
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conſider as well our preſent intereſt as our 
latter end! This would put us under the 
friendly influence of pure religion. We 
ſhould ſtudiouſly avoid, and not fantaſtically 
affect, a pernicious conformity to the world 
and its follies, We ſhould fo regulate our 
own conduct, and fo attentively provide for 
right behaviour in others as, both by precept 
and example, to allure them to regularity 
and a ſteady conſiſtent practice, to whatſo- 
ever is lovely and of good report, In order 
to which, it is not neceſſary that we put on 
a rigid moroleneſs, for this is no part of that 
wedding garment required by CHRIST, 
but that we qualify ourſelves by guarding 
againſt, and by ſubduing, what is wrong, by 
ſhunning, as far as our fafety requires, the 
vanities, and keeping ourſelves unſpotted 
from the vices, of the world, by an external 
deportment, and by an internal frame, to 
ſerve the LorD in fear and to rejoice unto 
Him with reverence. Hence will reſult a 
fulneſs of ſatisfaction far beyond all which 
the collective power of inferior gratifications 
can furniſh; and at a time, when diſſipa- 
tion would end in diſguſt, and all the lux- 
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uries of life ſatiate, we ſhall find the having 
been guided by Chriſtian prudence, the 

having ſubmitted to Chriſtian diſcipline, 

the having joined ourſelves hearcily to 

Soy and His ſervice, temporally conſider- 
ed, our ſtrength and ſtay; and in an eter- 
nal view, our crown of rejoicing and our 
exceeding great reward. 

Beloved, let me then beſeech you by the 
mercies of God, by his mercies more eſpeci- 
ally in Cuxtsr Jesvs, to look earneſtly, (at 
a moment and under a call recuLtarty 
ſtriking and aweful, when not only civil So- 
ciety but human nature is threatened with 
overthrow,) to thoſe things, with which is 
connected, ſocially and perſonally, your tem- 
poral as well as eternal peace, before both 
are hid from your eyes. Do not let preſent 
caſe and preſent pleaſure, and the blandiſh- 
ments of ſenſe, or the depraved faſhions of 
the world infatuate your underſlandings, and 
bind them down in a ſtupid captivity to in- 
dolence or the deceitſulneſs of ſin, But ſee 
Gop in his Works and hear him in his 
Word, look at his providences, obſerve the 
ſigns of the times, behold his moral govern- 
ment 
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ment over mankind, and his kingdom of 
righteouſneſs in its progrels to a glorious 
conſummation; ſtudy his precepts, liſten to 
his warnings, be guided by his counſels, 
have your loins girded, and your lamps 
burning. The buſineſs of a FasT, you will 
conſider again and again, is not the buſineſs 
of a Day, is not a matter of mere formality; 
but it is, indeed, a molt ſolemn tranſaction 
with Gob; it is deprecating his wrath, and 
imploring his bleſſing and favour: and that 
upon two implied and indiſpenſible condi- 
tions, the ſorrowing for your fins and the 
forſaking them; a return to duty and aſteady 
perſeverance in it. It comprehends, moſt 
clearly, the praying for deliverance from 
your enemies politically conſidered, the 
enemies of your King and Country, but it 
comprehends alſo the praying for a victory 
over enemies within yourſelves, your own 


evil paſſions and affections, that God who 


fearcheth all hearts, and knoweth what is in 
man, may graciouſly extend to you thoſe 
compaſſions which fail not, may continue to 
you thoſe many ſignal bleſſings which you 
do enjoy, but are hardly thankful for, and 
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ſpeedily and laſtingly reſtore that greateſt of 
them all, the BIESSING OF Peace, Under 
an earneſt hope of yourendeavouring to pre- 
pare ſuitably for the approaching Solemnity, 
and to make that improvement of it which 
a juſt ſenſe of religion and the circumſtances 
of the caſe require, breaking off your ſins by 
righteouſneſs, and your iniquities by ſhewing 
mercy to the ſouls as well as bodies of others, 
I am induced, with the moſt profound hu- 
mility and the ſincereſt affection, to apply 
this devout addreſs from a moſt diſtinguiſned 
earthly King to the KINO or Hravex : 
ce What prayer or what ſupplication ſhall be 
* made of any man or of all-thy people, 
e when every one ſhall know his own ſore
